IN HARD LUCK AT WRANGEL. 

A despatch from Wrangel, Alaska, 
of Aug. 10th, says that 30 men who 
had come by trail from Edmonton had 
just reached chere by steamer Strath- 
cona, from Telegraph Creek. Most of 
them were destitute. They report that 
Wm. Schmidt and Fred Perry. left 
camp ut “uiard post last spring and have 
Perry Wells 


to death above Devil’s portage last 
winter. (This is probably an ampli- 
fication of the death of MeNeeley of 
Sault Ste Marrie, the winter before.) 
A man named Johnson from New 
York, was found dead at the sources of 
Mud river last fali, On this found- 
ation of possible facts is built half a 
column of Scare regarding numberless 
but unkncwn deaths on the 80 called 


Edmonton trail. A sample statement: 


is: “All along the route from Fort 
Simpson on the MacKenzie river to 
Fort Liard men with frozen limbs 
were assisted, while some too weak to 
help themselves were left behind by 
those able to struggle along.” The 
geographical conditions are such that 
men who were sick or, destitute along 
that section of the Laird river, certain- 
ly could not, and as certainly., would 
not try, to reach the coast at Wrangel 
when they were sure of all the aid 
they needed at Simpson, which could 
be reached by floating dowa stream. 
There they could get steamboat con- 
nection to Providence, Résolution, Fort 
Smith, Chipewayan and McMurray. 
As a matter of fact there was no such 
condition of affairs as described in the 
region mentioned. The returns are in 
long -ago, and the facts are known. 
In giving currency to such a gratuitously 
false satement the papers are causing 
needless apprehension and agony to 
many people who have done _ the 
writers no harm, The hardships and 
risks of pioneering are great enough 
under- any circumstances that they 
need not be enlarged by gratuitously 
false statements such as this,

A man, 
name unknown, was drowned in. the 
Middle Canon of the Frances in June 
by his boat capsizing. Another was

70 DAWSON BY THE EDMONTON ROUTE. 
A letter from Frank A. Walker, of 
Agricdla, dated on June 24th 
Dawson; says: ~ “5 cot 
We have really arrived here after 
hard trip. Our object it seems was 
not to czoss rivers, but if possible to go 
around. In doing so we have passed 
through a whole lot of conntry. At 
the Forks of the Finlay, 90 miles above 
Graham, were some very fine prospects. 
But everybody was stampeding for 
Dawson, and would not stop to pros- 
pect. I could not learn that in any case 
had a shaft been sunk to bed rock on 
any of the numerous creeks that show- 
ed several colors to the pan. One 
party from Sheep Creek, south of Cal- 
gary, did very well ona bar near the 
Forks for several days. The first day 


We arrived at Sylvester's Landing 
on Aug. 25th, and pulled out in a 
couple of days with the intention of 
making Peily banks via Frances lake, 
the distance being estimated at 200 
miles from the Lower post. Up to 
this time the police party had been 
foliowing the prospectors, but there 
they took the lead. I understand that 
their guide left shortly after they started 
from the lower post. The party then 
apparently took the river as their guide 
and followed all its crooks and turns. 
Of all the parties who left Edmonton, 
we were the only ones to take horses 
to Frances lake, where we put in last 
winter. 

We started over Campbell’s portage 
on March 16th, arriving at Pelly banks 
on April 16th. While building our 
boats there several prrties arrived who 
had wintered at the junction of the 
Dease and Liard rivers and further 
down the Liard. Among them were 
Jack Russell,of Edmonton, Dr. Barr, of 
Glasgow, Wm. Drain, of Prince Albert, 
> Murphy party of Chicago, and 
others, 


Ice did not move in the Pelly until 
May 22nd. We started on the 23rd and 
after running Houle rapids reached 
the Canon on May 24th. Here we all 
portaged our stuff and boats except 
Russell and his crew, who ran the 
canon successfully, 


I met Mogridge at Selkirk running 
a store and hotel fora company. On 
arriving at Dawson I met several Ed- 
monton people: W. D. Matheson, M. 
Matheson, Frank Hardisty, ¥. M. 
Robertson, C. M. Woodworth and 
others. Woodworth is doing a good 
business. 


Dawson is a lively place, and very 
orderly for a mining town. The way 
gold is thrown around is enongh to 
make a tenderfoot dizzy. Bonanza 
and Eldorado creeks are not the only 
ones that pay well. The yellow metal 
seems to be spread over a big stretch of 
country. They find big pay on the 
tops and sides of the hills even. 

The government’s Yukon policy is 
fiercely condemned here, and with 
good reason I believe, If it is their 
intention to drive peeple out of here 
they are going the right way about it, 
as they are leaving by the hundreds. 
They have also closed the two prin- 
cipal creeks, Eldorado and Bonanza, 
against further entry. It looks as if it 
was the intention to throw away the 
only chance of thoroughly opening up 
this country. In the government 
office they will give you as little in- 
formation as possible, unless one has a 
letter from some one down east who 
stands in with the government.
